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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an Examinees statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Applicant(s) claimed invention is directed to a method for purifying polyether polyyol 
after its formation by using crude starting components along with an initiator and then 
the polyol is purifed afterwards by using an absorbent under specific conditons. 
Independent claim 1 3 is drawn to a method for the further formation of a polyurethane 
foam composition from the resulting purified polyether polyol. This differs from the prior 
art in that it is the product and not the starting components which is purified. 

The crux of the invention lies in the discovery that when the polyether polyol is 
purified after its formation, unlike the prior art which purifies the initial or starting 
components first and then forms the polyether polyol, the further formation of a 
polyurethane foam results in a composition which does not have the aforementioned 
impurities and inadequacies with regard to foam characteristics. (Note applicants' 
specification page 2 paragraph 0004.) 

Such has neither been anticipated by nor made obvious from the prior art. The art of 
record demonstrates other methods of purification which include the before treatment of 
the starting components which do not, however, contain the advantages as mentioned 
and neither avoid the problems commonly associated therewith. As noted in applicant's 
specification on page 3, the propylene oxide products of the prior art produce a 
polyether polyols that yields unstable polyurethane foams having blow holes and low 
foam rise. However, the prior art of record, seeking to alleviate the impurities, employs 
various purification methods for the initial starting materials and not the final product 
itself, as does the claimed invention.
